Many.Men Are: Furnished" Jobs 


Under the Supervision of 


. 
- - Industrial Board 


,; .During.December, 1917, 4,154 appli- 
cations 'for work were received by the. 
four'free employment offices conducted 
by the" industrial commission at .Mil- 
waukee,'Superior, La Croflsc and.Osh- 
koshi' During the same period 4,176 
men were called for by employers. 
Thus, for the first time since Scptem-- 
ber; 1915,"'the applications \for work 
were practically as great a* th« num- 
ber.-of-men'Called-for. 
-This is. doubt- 


less due to 'the.fact that industry is 
undergoing great readjustments. Non- 
essential'industries, are slackening up 
and although the important war indus- 
tries" of Wisconsin are greatly'expand- 
ing they are not finding it as difficult 
ai Home months ago to' procure the 
men they need. 
.•Reports received by the industrial 
commission from other employment of- 
fices throughout the country indicate 
that in the eastern states applicaiioni 
for work are now actually in excess of 
the riubmer of men called for. 
In Wis- 


consin, there- is still a slight balance 
in favor of the" applications for work. 


During .December the employment of- 


fices sent out an especially large num- 
ber of men for work as woodsmen in 
logging ca'mps and as ice-laborers, 986 
men w.ere 'sent to logging camps, and 
444 for ice-making, 154 farm: hands 
were placed and 244 men secured work 
in railroad construction.

100.000 Busy In Chicago 


[By the Associated Pross.; 


CHICAGO, Jan. 1-1.—An army of 


workers estimated at more than 100,- 
000, 
including some 60,000 school boys, 


today resumed the attack on the great 
snow drifts, which for forty-eight hours 
tied up railroad 
traffic and caused 


what the health authorities termed an 
alarming shortage of fuel and milk. 
Everyone of the twenty-seven steam 
railroads entering Chicago 
resumed 


limited service today, but officials «aid 
it would be at least two days before 
normal passenger schedules could be 
established, and perhaps a week before 
movement of freight trains could be 
put back on a normal basis. 


As soon as each railway 
line was 


opened efforts were directed to bring- 
ing into the city fuel and milk trains, 
and it was announced no attempt would 
be made toward resumption of passen- 
ger service on any regular schedule 
until the shortage of fuel and milk had 
been met. 


Every ton of coal in the raih-oad 


yards was commandeered by County 
Fuel Administrator Raymond E. Dur- 
ham and orders were given to tha rail- 
roads to divert what coal it has on its 
tracks to the most- available yard or 
team track. 


Every 
available motor truck • and 


similar vehicle has been called into 
service by the fuel administration for 
the purpose of moving the coal.

a few sections of the city were sup- 
plied with milk yesterday and

The Union stock yards today began

Council of Defense Adopts 


Resolution Calling for 


Immediate Action 


WOULD SAVE 3,000 -TONS 


Executive Committee of Fac- 


ulty to Take Action Before 


1 
Close of Week 


Students.of the University of Wis- 


consin, through the studunt council of 
dtiense, have adopted a resolution ask- 
ing that the school be closed com- 
pletely during the period from Feb. 1 
to 21, to-aid the nation save fuel dur- 
ing the present crisis. 


If the resolution is accepted by the 


faculty, h'eat will be shut off from 
nearly all of the university buildings, 
end the pipes drained. 
In.those build- 


ings requiring continuoui heating, the 
temperature, would be reduced to the 
minimum, 


By this action almost 3,000 tons of 


coal would bi saved in the university 
•lone. Fraternity and sorority houses 
would be expected to close as well, ef- 
fecting » still greater saving. 


It is practically certain that the uni- 


versity will not close during the next 
five days, as is the case with manu- 
facturing plants, but the 
interpreta- 


tion of the order making Mondays holi- 
days, which rests with Dane County 
Fuel Administrator Gary, may moan 
the operation of school for only five 
days a week, 


"This partial suspension would ba al- 


most totally useless," stated Business 
Manager Thorkclson yesterday.. "The 
amount of coal saved by cancelling 
classes for one day a week would be 
negligible. 
The plan embodied in the 


student resolu-ion is much more feasi- 
ble. 
There it easily. enough coal to 


heat the university buildings until the 
end of the semester. However, the im- 1 
mediate demand is that fuel, be con- i 
served. 
The university will not be a 


laggard in this regard." 


The executive committee of the fac- 


ulty is expected to meet immediately, 
and definite action of some kind will 
undoubtedly be taken before the end of 
the week. 
Severs! plans are at pres- 


ent under consideration by the commit- 
tee. 
They will be announced soon, ac- 


cording to President Van Hise.
